DALLAS, Texas, Sept. 22—The 
crisis has now come in the strug- 
gle for Texas. 

The outcome will determine 
first whether the sixth largest 
electoral vote in the country—24— 
is to go to Dwight Eisenhower or 
Adlai Stevenson. But it may also 
involve a basic alteration in the 
traditional American political pat- 
tern and significant changes in a 
way of life. 

At stake likewise is the pres- 
tige of the second most influential 
official of the United States, 
House speaker Sam Rayburn of 
Texas. 

Rayburn, who but for Senator 
Johnson stands alone among the 
important Democratic politicians 
of Texas supporting Stevenson, 
today opened the counter-attack 
for the regular Democrats of this 
state—a counter-attack upon which 
much depends.

The Nixon Story 
Must Be Good 


A troubled nation will be all eyes 
and ears tonight as Sen. Richard Nixon 
takes the stand in his own defense. 
The Republican vice-presidential can- 
didate will use both television and radio 
to give the American people his version 
. of the origin and uses of the $18,235 
expense fund raised for him by wealthy 
constituents. 


That the Republican National Com- 
mittee is willing to spend $55,000 or 
more in the nominee’s behalf leads to 
one conclusion—Dick Nixon will stay on 
the team. 

If that be true, it means the GOP 
high command is willing to gamble on 
public acceptance of the Nixon story. 

The explanation that Dick Nixon 
makes tonight has got to be good. 

. The people are going to find it hard 
to believe that the California senator 
derived no personal benefit, directly 
or indirectly, from the subsidy. They 
are going to find the Nixon example 
hard to reconcile in light of Republi- 
can attacks, Nixon’s included, on gifts 
and contributions tendered to obtain 
influence among members of the admin- 
istration in power. 

The Republican counterattack—al- 
ready the Illinois GOP casts aspersions 
in regard to the Stevenson campaign 
fund—will not divert attention from 
the Nixon incident. Donations to cam- 
paign funds are one thing, a trust fund 
for an elected official is another matter. 

Tonight Dick Nixon will have “his 
day in court.” 


The public, and that includes us, 


will be listening... 

From every angle the Nixon affeir 
is unfortunate, not merely for the Re- 
publicans, but democracy generally. 

However, from the affair some good 
can come. 

In the first place, the need of a cru- 
sade for political morality—not one 
party's crusade, but a people’s crusade— 
becomes more and more apparent. 

Secondly, attention is focused on the 
vice-presidency as it has never been 
before. A letter in today’s Pulse of 
the Public, written, incidentally, before 
the Nixon fund story, points to the 
problem. 4 

It begins to dawn upon the people 
that the vice-presidency is an impor- 
tant position, one from which the in- 
cumbent can move to the highest office 
in the land. The vice-president, as one 
of them has said, stays only one heart- 
beat from the presidency. 

People are coming to see that the 
choice of a candidate should entail more 
than the hurried caucus after the presi- 
dential nominee has been picked. 

The choice should be made on the 
basis of factors more weighty than geog- 
raphy and -political expediency. 

Plainly, our democratic processes will 
stand some overhauling. An aroused 
people can see that they get it.

Stevenson Lauded 
For Honesty, Courage 


Gov. Adlai Stevenson continues to 
show that he is a rarity among political 
aspirants—a man who speaks his con- 
victions regardless of audience or sec- 
tion. His two more recent addresses 
bear witness. 

Saturday night the Democratic can- 
didate for the presidency spoke in Rich- 
mond, Va., capital of the Confederacy. 
His was a compassionate address. Sel- 
dom has a politician from outside the 
South so recognized the havoc of the 
War Between the States and the contin- 
ued effect of that war upon this section. 


Governor Stevenson spoke of the 
stern overlordship of those in Congress 
who dictated the terms of occupation 
and economic subjugation. 


“The victor’s settlement permitted 
the South to keep its charm, its mock- 
ingbirds and its beaten biscuits,” he 
said. “For himself, the victor retained 
only the money and the power.” 


The governor paid tribute to the con- 
cepts of government which have been 
nurtured in the Southland through the 
years and to the statesmen whom the 
region has developed. 

When he came to civil rights, he did 
not ‘duck on this topic of acute political 
sensitivity. In stating that he was for 
the “minority rights” plank in the Dem- 
ocratic platform, he made no apologies 
for his position, nor did he denounce 
Southerners as arch enemies astride the 
path to racial tranquillity. 


Instead, he- recognized what the 
South has done to make the economic 
base broader for both races and to pro- 
vide equality of opportunity. 

In upholding his party’s civil rights 
plank, Governor Stevenson made it clear 
that he is for civil rights, but with an 
uriderstanding of the South, its. prob- 


lems and its people. There was no rag-' 


ing or ranting or threat of drastic 


action. 

Before the American Federation of 
Labor convention Monday the Demo- 
cratic candiflate showed the same forth- 
rightness. He did not denounce the 
concept of the Taft-Hartley Law. He 
did say he was for its repeal and re- 
placement. Labor leaders surely under- 
stand that he is not for throwing the 
whole regulatory program out the win- 
dow. He is for changes and a fair 
approach. 

Governor Stevenson said so in Rich- 
mond in the instance of civil rights. 
He s2id so in New York on labor rights. 

Southerners applaud Adlai Steven- 
son for his demonstration of two politi- 
cal virtues—honesty and courage.

The Consumer Will Feel 
Coal Contract Effects 


John L. Lewis’ comparatively easy 
victory last week in the annual coal con- 
tract sweepstakes bodes no good for the 
consumer. The mine union czar secured 
a $1.90-a-day increase in the wages of 
the miners, plus a 10-cent-per-ton boost 
in company contributions to the union 
welfare fund. 

These increases, naturally, will not 
be absorbed by the mine owners. 

There has come word that John L. 
possibly has overshot his mark in secur- 
ing such a large increase for the pit 
workers. There is the chance that the 
raise, coupled with othefs in recent 
years, will surpass the limit legally per- 
missible under the rules of the Wage 
Stabilization Board, an agency which 
must pass upon the pay change. 

Lewis vet has to get a contract inked 
with the Southern producers. He’s in- 
sisting on the same terms as_ those 
granted by the Northern mine owners. 
A spokesman for the Southern coal men 
envisions a widespread inability to pay 
that kind of money. 

Regardless of how John L.° comes 
out in the Southern parleys, his success 
thus far already has given assurance 
that with coal as with other commodi- 
ties, John Q. Public is the one who must 
dig down deep.

‘Breaks’ Come 


In the Campaign 


WASHINGTON—It is risky in the midst of 
contlict to single out one particular battle - 
or development as the ‘“‘break’’ that would 
bring eventual victory. But among the al- 
most phenomenal series of breaks in the 
presidential campaign that tumbled on one 
another in the last 10 days may be the one 
that would swing the closely fought election. 


There was one widely publicized break 
against the Democrats. That was the en- 
dorsement of Eisenhower by Gov. James F. 
Byrnes of South Carolina. 
It is doubtful, however, 
that this will have the 
substantial effect in the 
South that some Republi- 
cans are hopefully antici- 
pating. To one who knows 
something of Southern 
politics and reactions of 
Southern people, the plea 
of the now’ embittered 
one-time star in the New 
Deal-Fair Deal galaxy 
seerned to be drowned out by the repeated 
and noisy approval for Gov. Adlai Steven- 
son at Richmond, Va.

The most vociferous applause came 
when, after Governor Stevenson had an- 
nounced his firm stand on the Democratic 
platiorm’s civil rights plank, he said he 
does not make one speech in the North and 
another in the South. Southemers admire 
politioal courage. 


Astute was his comprehension of the eco- 
nomic shackles—discriminations in freight 
rates, tariffs, credit for business and farm- 
ers—which so long restrained individual 
initiative in the South. They bound free 
enterprise tightly in a strait jacket of vested 
economic monopoly and privilege with the 
result of abject poverty among a great mul- 
titude of whites and Negroes. That, as Gov- 
ernor Stevenson explained, increased the 
tensions between the races at the lower in- 
come levels, where mere existence became 
a bitter struggle. Keen also was the Demo- 
cratic candidate’s account of how these 
bonds gradually have been unloosed, first 
by Woodrow Wilson and latterly in the New 
Deal-Fair Deal era, to improve greatly the 
South’s whole economy and thus also im- 
prove race relations. 


As the Stevenson entourage left New 
England, it got news of another break 
which may have an important effect be- 
cause it intrudes upon the campaign note 
struck by General Eisenhower so _ insist- 
ently—what he calls ‘tthe mess in Washing- 
ton.” This was the revelation of the expense 
account with which Sen. Richard M. Nixon 
had been endowed. 


While the Nixon situation dramatizes a 
problem often discussed, an inadequate 
‘living wage’’ for our members of Congress 
in view of all the demands made upon them, 
yet few would agree that a secret expense 
fund provided by one economic group in our 
society is the way to meet that problem. The 
Nixon episode also dramatizes the haphaz- 
ard manner of choosing a vice-presidential 
candidate who might become president—as 
seven have in our history—and perhaps may 
have a salutary effect on future conven- 
tions that tons of words of warning through 
the years never have accomplished.

High Up the Line 


NEW YORK—Before the Wisconsin pri- 
mary, just in time to smear Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy, the Civil Service Commission sus- 
pended an examiner of the Loyalty Review 
Board on suspicion that she had permitted 
McCarthy to learn the contents of confiden- 
tial documents tending to show that the 
State department had not made a sincere 
effort to get rid of disloyal employees. The

This alacrity to punish a loyal Ameri- 
can is in strong contrast to the practice 
in ather known leaks of information which 
was legitimately confidential and private. 

In a flagrant case, Drew Pearson broad- 
cast on a Sunday night just before the Su- 
preme Court’s decision in the Harry Bridges 
deportation case, a correct prediction of 
the decision against Bridges and the names 
of the dissenting justices. I immediately 
wroie to the late Chief Justice Harlan F. 
Stone, reminding him that a pipeline of 
Supreme Court decisions obviously could 
result in killings in the market and other 
illicit coups. 

The chief justice replied at once, request- 
ing me to call on him. He said he was ‘‘pro- 
foundly disturbed.”’ I called at his study at 
his home and we agreed that the late Jus- 
tice Frank Murphy was the probable source 
of Pearson’s leaks. 


The traffic in filched documents and 
confidential knowledge has grown into an 
alarming menace. The Communists almost 
always get the breaks and the old Dies 
committee went to great pains to photo- 
grap its documents showing guilty activity 
by many of the Roosevelt-Frankfurter cult 
when it appeared, for a time, that Eleanor 
Roosevelt and her machine would succeed 
in abolishing the committee. In that case 
the files would have been burned at once. 


In the dramatic investigation of the Alger 
Hiss “‘apparatus’’ Adolf Berle, a typical 
Harvard lace-cuff liberal of the Frankfurter- 
Acheson group, testified that a ‘‘leg-man’”’ 
for Pearson had been obtaining secret infor- 
mation valuable to the Soviets out of the 
State department. He did not name this 
*‘lezg-man.”’ 

None of these revelations in their turn 
aroused even a whisper of indignation in the 
same anti-McCarthy press which took volup- 
tuous joy in the suspension of a patriotic 
employee for warning Joé McCarthy that the 
Loyalty Review Board suspected the State 
department of covering. up Communists, .

The Time Has Come for Attention 


To Office of the Vice-President 


Stoneville, N. C.—It is hard to believe, 
yet true, that during the past 100 years, or to 
be more exact, since Lincoln’s day, one-third 
of our presidents have taken over the reins 
of government at the death of the Chief 
Executive. In point of years this would 
average one every 17 years. The time has 
come, it would seem, for a restudy of the 
office of vice-president; especially the out- 
moded method we have of selecting the man. 


The apathy and lack of interest on the 
part of the voters is deplorable. The road 
we are traveling could lead to serious trou- 
ble, if not national ruin. 


Past generations seemed to have given 
more thought to the selection of vice-presi- 
dential candidates than we do. We must now 
find a better way of selecting candidates, 
or get back to the old system of giving it 
to the second highest man, instead of one 
who controls or influences a great number 
of votes. While the country has been for- 
tunate in its candidates in the years past, 
our luek could run out on us. 

The situation could be remedied to some 
extent, I think, by making the office more 
appealing and responsible and the vice-pres- 
ident less of a figurehead. Certainly more 
authority should be delegated to the office. 
Maybe we should decrease the pay of the 
president and increase that of the vice- 
president. 

The functions’ of 
changed with the times. There was a time 
when the government operated _ rather 
smoothly and without too much friction, 
regardless of who was at its head. But all 
of this has changed. Now with big govern- 
ment with ramifications all over the world 
and a thousand powder kegs to watch, we 
must have men of large ability rather than 
men selected*for their vote-getting appeal. 

It might be well to explore the possibili- 
ties of a presidential primary system for 
the selection of candidates, but it would be 
purely an experiment. The safer plan would 
be to pass a primary law for just one elec- 
tion to see how it would work. After all, 
1,000 seasoned and hard-headed delegates at 
a convention might be safer than the prom- 
ises of a glamorous candidate by way of 
television.

Today I shall make a thumbnail peport 
on my recent week’s visit to South Caro. | 
lina, and a very pleasant report I have. To 
begin with, I gained three re in wou 
during the week. I was ee eee 
the guest of the manage- 
ment at the new Wade 
Hampton. Hotel in Co- 
lumbia, and Mr. and Mrs. 

Hugh Smith were gra- 
cious and generous hosts. 

Only yesterday I had 
a letter from a dear lady 
in Macon urging me to 
take care of myself. 

Well, if she had seen me 

in my air-conditioned _ 
room, ordering my meals in the dining 
room as the “guest of the management,” 
she would have realized that I know a little 
about ‘“‘taking care of myself.’ 


I found the people there optimistic and 
seemingly. very prosperous. One brother 
pointed out to me with very convincing , 
figures that South Carolina is the most pro- _ 
gressive state of the Union. Since 1944, that. 
state has had a 76 per cent increase in new 
manufacturing firms, compared with a gain 
of only 27 per cent for the entire nation. 
During the last three years, South Carolina 
has made more industrial gain than any 
other state. 


Right across the street from my hotel 
was the State Capitol building but, since 
I was not there on any political missions, 
I did not look up any of the local leaders in 
that field. However, considerable talk of 
politics went on within my hearing and the 
‘Independents for Eisenhower’’ seem not 
to lack for words. If South Carolina should 
be carried for a Republican candidate, truly 
the man will have bitten the edog. 


One afternoon I spent some four hours’ 
fisning but, as far as my hook was con- 
cerned, only one fish was biting and he (or 
she) was not landed. My companions: ex- 
plained I did not jerk the line to set the’ 
hook in the right way, but their explana- 
tions came too late. No other fish gave me 
a chance to try my new-learned skill. 


My main business in Columbia was to 
preach each night at the Main Street Meth- 
odist Church.

Out of Politics 


The man with the brief case was waiting. 
when I came from lunch. A slight, es- 
thetic looking, blonde fellow, he could have 
been a ministerial student or a_ visiting 
scholar from Scandinavia. But he was néi- 
ther. ‘“‘I am a federal in- ee “ 
telligence officer,” he ~* 
said. He gave his name 
and opened his billfold to 
show his papers. I made 
no challenge. My record 
was clean, I was reason- 
ably sure, but no use 
starting an interview with 
an argument. 

A former associate of 
mine had applied for a 
government position of 
trust, the man said. He was running a secu- 
rity check. Did I know the fellow well? 
I said that I did. 

What about his habits, the company he 
kept? Did he drink or carouse? 

I said that the habits and company were 
good, no drinking and no carousing. 

To what organizations did the candidate 
belong? 

I tried to remember. There was the Bap- 
tist church, I said; there was Sigma Delta 
Chi, the Gridiron Club at the University 
of Georgia and the Democratic Party. 
I was reasonably certain, I added, that none 
of those groups was subversive. 

What about finances? Does the appli- 
cant pay his bills? Is he financially obli- 
gated to anyone? Deep in debt? 

To make a long interview short, I gave 
my friend a clean bill of health, even going 
one more step to say that I knew of no one 
who would make a bétter risk. 

Of course, human nature is unpredict- 
able. Now if he should go and pull an Alger 
Hiss, then, like Adlai, I could still say when 
I knew him he was a right guy. 

Since the Nixon business, I’ve been think- 
ing about the visit from that federal inves- 
tigator. If the government goes to that trou- 
ble for lesser jobs, shouldn't candidates for 
the high echelon posts be selected by the 
same kind of screening? 

Here the Republicans choose an aspirant 
for the Number Two job in the nation. 
They don’t make a complete rundown on his 
connections. But the close probing that is 
concomitant to a political campaign digs 
into his past and comes up with an expense 
fund that looks like a subsidy. 

The Republicans are despondent. Not 
since that fellow Riegels ran the wrong 
way in the Rose Bow! has team morale been 
so impaired. 

The Democrats themselves can’t be too 
jubilant. The situation is not just a reflec- 
tion on the other party. It tends to show up 
a seam in our system of government. 

Maybe the answer is to take the White 
House out of politics and put the prgsidency 
under Civil Service.

Muscle Tone 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

If your weight is far above 
normal with the excess centered 
amidships you may be relieved 
to know that strenuous exercise 
is not for you. When the system 
is already burdened with fat, 
vigorous exercise is a strain on 
the body. 

But hold on. This does 
mean all exercise is out. Indeed, 
corrective conditioners to tone 
and strengthen the muscles of 
the abdominal wall are essential, 
particularly as fat is lost. 

The corrective exercises must 
be simple, and taken in a posi- 
tion which avoids strain. Almost 
anyone can take these tone-ups. 

Position: Lying flat on back, 
knees bent, soles of feet flat on 
floor. 

Movement: The exercise is 
simply to pull up-and-in, starting 
with the lower abdominal 
muscles and continuing the up- 
ward pull until the small of the 
back is pressed flat against the 
floor. Hold, slowly release. Re- 
peat slowly six times. 

Position: Same, lying on back, 
knees bent, feet apart, soles on 
floor. 

Movement: By muscular effort, 
fully expand the abdominal wall 
as high as comfortable, without 
gtrain, and then vigorously con- 
tract those muscles, by pulling 
firmly up-and-up. Do not hold 
your breath, just breathe nat- 
urally. Repeat exercise ten times.
